REVIEW 


February 15, 1941 


After a thorough survey by the Study 
Club Commission and after an exhaus- 
tive analysis of Study Club affairs since 
its establishment, the Board of Directors 
of the Chicago Dental Society, at its 
meeting on January 21, voted to discon- 
tinue the permanent headquarters main- 
tained by the Study Club. The Directors 
also voted to develop a new Study Club 
program not involving a permanent head- 
quarters. Classes scheduled after Jan- 
uary 21 were cancelled. 

The report of the Study Club Com- 
mission was prepared by Drs. Robert 
G. Kesel, George W. Teuscher and 
George W. Hax, chairman. The official 
minutes of the Board for January 21 
state that “Dr. Kremer read the report 
of the Study Club Commission. Dr. 
Harold W. Oppice moved, Dr. Robert 
Humphrey seconded, that the report of 
the Study Club Commission be received 
and that its recommendations be con- 
curred in. The motion carried unani- 
mously. 


REPORT 


In accordance with the request of the 
Board of Directors, the report of the 
Study Club Commission is published in 
its entirety : 

“Pursuant to the request of the Board 
of Directors the Study Club Commission 
submits a report of the Commission’s 
activities through January 15, 1941. In

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order to present a complete picture it 
is desirable to present a few historical 
facts. The first permanent Study Club 
quarters were established in the Medical 
and Dental Arts Building and formally 
opened in February 1931. The lease, 
entered into for a period of three years, 
called for a monthly rental of $200.00. 
At its termination it was renewed for a 
period of two years at a monthly rental 
of $125.00. The original investment in 
equipment and furniture amounted to 
$5,638.00, plus items added from time 
to time, making a total investment of 
$6,021.11. This capital asset has been 
depreciated annually at the rate of 10%. 
In 1935 the Study Club quarters were 
removed to the Michigan Boulevard 
Building in a somewhat larger area at 
a monthly rental of $200.00. The lease 
in this instance was for a_ three-year 
period, terminating May 1, 1938. When 
the terminal date arrived no final deci- 
sion was made as to renewal and cconse- 
quently we continued to occupy the 
premises on a month to month basis, 
although at the reduced monthly rental 
of $175.00. A year later it was decided 
to reduce the volume of space occupied 
in the light of the need then existing. 
This was done and approximately 40% 
of the space was released and the re- 
maining 60% reconstructed to meet the 
Study Club’s new requirements. A formal 
lease for this space was entered into for 
a period of five years at a monthly rental 
of $100.00. This is the lease under which 
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we are operating at the present time and 
it is due to terminate May 1, 1945. 


PATRONAGE 


“No records are available for the pe- 
riod prior to 1936 to show the extent 
to which the membership, during the 
years 1931-36, availed itself of the edu- 
cational opportunities of the Study Club. 
Since 1936, however, we do have rather 
complete records and they are incorpo-

“The significant fact to be gleaned 
from these figures is that the downward 
trend of enrollment continued even 
though the active membership rose 
sharply each year during the period 
under review. Even if the membership 
level had remained unchanged during 
these years the decline of enrollments 
would have been unbroken except for

To this total of $13,844.21 we must add 
the original cost of equipment, $6,021.11, 
as this sum has been written off com- 
pletely in the past decade. This gives 
us a total cost to the Society of $19,- 
865.32 since its establishment. Of course, 
the present equipment has resale value 
but this can only be determined by 
a competent appraisal. 


CURRENT YEAR 


“At the outset of this year this Com- 
mission made a careful analysis of the 
Study Club’s operations over the several 
preceding years in an attempt to arrive 
at a satisfactory explanation of the de- 
cline in the membership’s active interest 
in the Study Club work. The records 
showed that a number of local instruc- 
tors had been giving classes annually. 
In some years certain instructors car- 
ried two identical classes in the same 
period. The instructors who had been 
our ‘stand-bys’ were found to be no 
longer capable of attracting a sufficient 
number of members to form a class. 
This, we concluded, was the reason for 
the Study Club’s decline. The remedy, 
of course, was to secure new teaching 
talent. A dual course was determined. 
Local men of established reputation and 
ability, other than those who had been 
more or less regular teachers, were to 
be invited to present courses. Secondly, 
outstanding teachers from all parts of the 
country were to be invited to present 
short, intensive demonstration courses of 
one, two and three days’ duration. Hav- 
ing settled on this plan a list of prospec- 
tive instructors was prepared. The ac- 
tivity with respect to local teachers will 
be discussed first. 

“Early in August of 1940, thirteen 
prospective teachers were sent written 
invitations to present courses in their 
respective fields. Six declined the Com- 


9 


mission’s invitation for various rea- 
sons. The balance accepted and classes 
by these men were announced in the 
BULLETIN, September 27, 1940. The re- 
sponse was not encouraging as only 
five of the total of nine classes an- 
nounced actually secured sufficient en- 
rollments to justify their operation. At 
this juncture it is deemed essential to 
depart momentarily to discuss the prob- 
lem of classes in orthodontia and oral 
surgery since such classes, if presented, 
would have to be taught by local men. 


ORTHODONTIA 


“Since the Study Club’s inception the 
members of the Chicago Association of 
Orthodontists have consistently declined 
to teach orthodontia in the Study Club 
in deference to that Association’s policy 
toward instruction in that subject under 
conditions such as obtain in the Study 
Club. It is a well known fact, supported 
by a resolution adopted late in 1940 by 
the Association, that the orthodontia 
group is convinced that satisfactory in- 
struction in orthodontia cannot be given 
except in the graduate department of 
a recognized dental school. As a result, 
the Study Club Committees for past 
years have, in order to present the sub- 
ject, availed themselves of the services 
of orthodontists not affiliated with the 
Chicago Association of Orthodontists. 
This Commission was faced with the 
same alternative and after a full and 
free discussion of the matter decided to 
extend an invitation to the Chicago As- 
sociation of Orthodontists to cooperate 
with the Commission in presenting courses 
of instruction on orthodontia. The 
answer was a resolution presented to the 
Board of Directors, and later referred 
to the Commission, affirming the Asso- 
ciation’s policy but offering to present 
a course in orthodontia diagnosis. The 
Commission was of the opinion that a 
sufficient demand did not exist for a 
limited course of this character and in 
view of all the circumstances decided 
not to offer any courses of instruction 
in this field, and none has been offered. 
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ORAL SURGERY 


“An almost parallel situation exists 
with respect to oral surgery and exo- 
dontia. Recently there has been organ- 
ized a local group of prominent oral 
surgeons under the name of the Chicago 
Society of Oral Surgeons. Last summer 
the Commission extended an invitation 
to the Chicago Society of Oral Surgeons 
to cooperate in presenting courses of 
instruction in the field of oral surgery. 
The first joint meeting of officials rep- 
resenting both groups was singularly 
successful and it appeared that a satis- 
factory basis for cooperative effort might 
be achieved. However, the oral surgery 
group seemed less and less anxious to do 
anything concrete and finally, upon be- 
ing pressed for a decision, presented a 
proposed curriculum of such scope and 
complexity as to be utterly and com- 
pletely unacceptable. To borrow the 


description of a prominent local oral 
surgeon, “it’s too comprehensive to be 
presented even as a graduate course in 


a dental school.” In view of this attitude 
and the conviction on the part of the 
Commission that courses of the character 
given in the past were too restricted in 
scope, it was decided to forego the pre- 
sentation of courses of instruction in 
this field. 

“As a quick and inexpensive means 
of securing out-of-town teachers, the 
Commission concluded an arrangement 
with the Monthly Meeting Program 
Committee whereby the monthly meet- 
ing essayists were invited to remain in 
the city after the presentation of their 
essays to give short, intensive one, two 
or three day classes. In this connection 
the Commission wishes to record its ap- 
preciation of the fine cooperation ex- 
tended by Dr. James W. Ford, chairman 
of the Monthly Meeting Program Com- 
mittee. He cooperated intelligently and 
enthusiastically. Accordingly, when Dr. 
Ford’s committee had prepared its sched- 
ule of programs for the year, we issued 
a joint invitation to the prospective essay- 
ists to give a paper and Study Club 
course as well. We were fortunate in 


meeting an excellent response and a 
schedule of post-monthly meeting classes 
was prepared. Additionally, other out- 
of-town men of national reputation were 
invited and when we had completed 
this phase of the activity our schedule 
of classes was as follows :

The column at the right indicates the 
enrollment in each of the classes already 
presented. 

“As can be readily discerned the re- 
sponse to that type of class has been 
even more disappointing than in the 
so-called “regular” classes taught by local 
men.

PROBLEM FOR 
DENTAL DRAFTEES 


The following problem in conflicts is 
submitted to all members who may come 
within the purview of the Selective Serv- 


ice Act. 

On January 21 Dr. L. H. Jacob, sec- 
retary of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety, stated that “if any members are 
holding low call numbers and expect to 
be called and qualify, it would be well 
to have them apply for a commission in 
the Reserve Corps at once. This advice 
is based upon the latest information we 
have been able to obtain from both mili- 
tary headquarters. It is also our under- 
standing that all Illinois draft boards 
have been instructed to furnish such 
information to any and all physicians 
and dentists called before them.” 

Following this announcement news 
was received from Washington that ap- 
plications for commissions in the Dental 
Reserve Corps of the Army had been 
suspended as the present quota has been 
filled. 

Dr. Jacob also asked that “if any mem- 
bers have been drafted in an unprofes- 
sional capacity,” they should communi- 
cate at once with the secretary of the 
state society. 


BOMB MISSES 
BOB LECRON

A.M.A. ON TRIAL 
IN TRUST CASE 


On February 5 a jury was sworn in 
to weigh the government’s charge that 
the American Medical Association, some 
of its officers and associated organiza- 
tions violated anti-trust statutes. The 
case will be heard by Judge James M. 
Proctor of the District Court, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The trial has many implications as 
prosecution of a professional organiza- 
tion under the anti-trust statutes is un- 
precedented. The American Medical 
Association was unsuccessful in its at- 
tempts to secure a court ruling that the 
practice of medicine was not a “trade” 
and thus did not come within the pur- ° 
view of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. The 
case arises out of the government’s alle- 
gations that the American Medical Asso- 
ciation attempted to “hinder” the de- 
velopment of group health organizations 
that offer complete medical care on a 
risk-sharing basis. 

More specifically, the government 
charges that the medical associations and 
officers attempted to impede the opera- 
tion of the Group Health Association, 
Inc., a cooperative health association 
organized by low-income government 
employees that maintains a staff of phys- 
icians to treat its members. 

The first few days of the trial were 
occupied with the attempts of govern-

ment attorneys to prove the “conspir- 
” 
acy. 


DENTAL DEFECTS IN 
ILLINOIS DRAFTEES 


Of 1,198 cases of rejection reported 
by draft boards operating under the 
Selective Service Act, 248 (or nearly 
one-fourth) were for defective teeth. 


This fact was revealed by Major Lester © 


Johnson, state selective service officer, 


who also announced that more than 30 - 


per cent of the 5,897 Cook County men 
examined by local draft board physi- 
cians have been rejected for active mili- 
tary service. When these figures are 
combined with rejections at the Army 
induction station, it is established that 
over 43 per cent of all those examined 
have been turned down for active serv- 
ice. During the World War only 21.2 
per cent were rejected under similar 
conditions. 

The largest cause of rejections was 
for teeth and dental defects. It was 
found that 6.27 per cent of the men ex- 
amined were rejected for dental defects 
by the local draft boards. If this figure 
is combined with rejections for dental 
defects at the Army induction stations, 
it shows that 10.19 per cent of all men 
examined were rejected for dental de- 
fects. This is nearly twice as many 
as those rejected for any other single 
cause.

NATIONAL CONFERENCE 
ON MEDICAL SERVICE 


The fifteenth annual National Con- 
ference on Medical Service, formerly the 
Northwest Regional Conference, will be 
held on Sunday, February 16, in the 
Red Lacquer Room of the Palmer 
House.

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EDITORIAL 


PENALTY OF INDIFFERENCE 


By action of the Board of Directors on the revealing report of the Study Club 
Commission which is published in this issue, the permanent quarters maintained for 
the Study Club are to be closed and the classes scheduled for the immediate future 
are to be cancelled. 

This action will come as a surprise only to those whose studied indifference and 
undeniable lack of interest in the Study Club led directly to its failure as a medium 
of postgraduate education for all of the members of the Society. The others have 
seen the gradual deterioration of this asset of the Society for some time and have 
striven against long odds to prévent it. 

The report of the Study Club Commission provides. a sharp and telling com- 
mentary on why the Study Club failed to achieve the objectives for which it was 
established. Too many members lacked either the time or the interest, or both, to 
keep pace with the scientific advances in dentistry. Too many members had an 
unjustifiable complacency about the state of their own dental knowledge. Too many 
had no wish to supplement the training and education with which they were grad- 

_ uated from dental school. Too many remained invincibly unaware of the necessity 
of a continuing education for the professional man. 

To this larger group must be added the smaller ones which were unwilling to 
share a somewhat specialized knowledge without imposing strong and almost in- 
superable barriers. Both groups deserve an equitable share of the chagrin and 
recrimination that will inevitably follow the present decision on the Study Club. 

This writer is not too deeply concerned with the immediate causes of the aban- 
donment of the Study Club. Those can be remedied by increased measures of co- 
operation and appreciation on the part of those concerned. The basic issue, how- 
ever, and the much more serious one, is the attitude to postgraduate dental educa- 
tion on the part of many members of the Chicago Dental Society. This attitude is 
not based on cooperation. It is based upon the individual realization of the profes- 
sional man that his duty to the public he serves involves the maintenance of his 
state of knowledge of scientific dentistry at the highest possible level. Unless this 
realization is brought home to more members, no study club can ever meet with the 
success that it should. 

The Board of Directors proposes to inquire further into the development of 
study club plans to determine if these can be adapted even more closely to the needs 
and desires of members. Only the success of such plans, at a date not far in the 
future, will remove this undesirable mark that has been made upon the record of 


progress of the Chicago Dental Society. 


CONTRAST 


In marked contrast to the depressing account in the above paragraphs will be 
the story of the Midwinter Meeting which is held this week at the Stevens Hotel. 
Why the same interest and enthusiasm is not displayed in the educational facilities of- 
fered through the year by a study club is a question to which we do not know the 
entire answer. The fact remains, however, that the attendance at the Midwinter 
Meeting is very large and, to the optimistic, this will be a symbol of a basic need 
and desire for such educational facilities. It is to be hoped that future events in the 
Society with regard to the study club will make that symbol more real and promis- 
ing than it appears to be at the moment.—Harold Hillenbrand.

In the year 1909 it is recorded 
that the subject of our sketch shipped 
by tramp steamer via the briny deep.

Rustlin’ cattle 
aboard ship was not to his liking, and 
the bos’n piped him ashore. Mac sez: 
“By Gearge!! Ill be a dentist!!” and 
received his degree from Northwestern 
University, Class of 1914. He still had 
that hankerin’ for cattle, oatmeal and 
scones, and history records that his 
shingle once hung for a time in the 
dairy country of Harvard, Illinois. Next 
the chronicle indicates that Mac was a 
first lieutenant at Camp Dodge, Iowa, in 
1918. Mac settled down and married a 


-charming young lady, and now the Macs 


have a fine son and daughter attending 
the University of Chicago. For a time 
Mac was known as the south side’s most 
itinerant locater, but he finally settled 
down among all the Seventy-First Street 
merchants. Our sketch concerns that 
noble wit, Alves Elwood McKnight. Mac 
is Kenwood’s distinguished librarian .. .

tor of the BULLETIN and of the Fortnighly 
Review, including display announce- 
ments and editorial comment. 

7. Telephone solicitation by super- 
visor. 

“In short, the Commission has ex- 
ploited every possible channel of pro- 
motion of which it is aware. 

“There is no one, simple explanation 
for the Study Club’s decline, if, indeed, 
it ever achieved greater heights than in 
1938-39. Outstanding among the causes 
that may be assigned are the following : 

1. Other educational opportunities of- 
fered by the Society. 

a. Annual Midwinter Meeting 

b. Monthly Meetings of the Branch 
Societies 

c. Monthly Meetings of the Chicago 
Dental Society 

2. Commercial instruction by manu- 
facturers, dealers and laboratories. 

3. Community study clubs, forums 
and round tables. 

4. Unwillingness of many competent 
teachers to give classes. 

5. Overwhelming majority of mem- 
bers are smugly complacent about their 
professional ability. 

6. Cost of enrollment is certainly a 
factor but, in our judgment, not an im- 
portant one. 

“No doubt there are other factors 
responsible for the plight of the Study 
Club but they are not sufficiently im- 
portant to justify recitation in this report. 


CONCLUSION 


“1. That a new program of Study 
Club instruction be developed not con- 


templating a permanent Study Club 
headquarters or clerical assistance out- 
side the regular staff of the central of- 
fice. 

“2. That the management of the Mich- 
igan Boulevard Building be notified of our 
desire to have the lease cancelled. Un- 
officially, the Commission approached 
the building management and was in- 
formed that the prospects for rental of 
the space now occupied are excellent 
and that little, if any, difficulty should 
be experienced. 

“3. That the present equipment and 
supplies in the Study Club be disposed 
of to the Society’s best advantages. 

“4. That classes announced to begin 
after January 22 be cancelled or post- 
poned at the discretion of the Commis- 
sion. 

“If these recommendations are ac- 
cepted by the Board of Directors it is 
of the greatest importance that action 
be taken at once as the period of great- 
est rental possibilities lies between now 
and May 1. 

“It is not without considerable regret 
that the Commission feels compelled 
to make the recommendations contained 
in this report. We are aware of the 
enormous sacrifices in time, money and 
energy made by our predecessors in 
office, but we feel we should be remiss 
in our duty. if we didn’t face the situa- 
tion realistically and give the Board of 
Directors the benefit of our honest and 
unprejudiced judgment. 

“Should this report with all its rec- 
ommendations be adopted, the Com- 
mission will immediately set about to 
develop a revised program of study club 
work that will, in its judgment, more 
nearly meet the existing situation.”
